Mr. Steinlo refused to talk 
with 


them, saying that he would see them 
at 4:30 o'clock and not any sooner. 
When informed by the committee 
that such action on his part would 
probably be the cause of a walkout 
as the men were earnestly awaiting 
an answer. 


When the committee returned to 


the shop and 
reported, that Mr. 


Steinle had refused to talk to them 
before 4:30, the men voted to strike 
at 4 o'clock. At that hour practic- 
ally every man in the shops, about 
450 in number, walked out. Six 
Bhopmen and 10 men working 
on 


contracts are said to be all that re- 
mained. 
The contract men' came 


here from the east to organize the 
ordnance work and were not expect- 
ed to go out with the men.
